c. The Senior Officer of the British Commonwealth personnel 
(less Canadian personnel) with the Washington Document Center on 
30 November 191*6 is designated as Liaison Officer, Armed Forces 
of the British Comnonwealth (less Canada), to the Washington 
Document Center. 

d. The Senior Officer of the Canadian Armed Forces personnel 
with”the Washington Document Center on 30 November 191*6 is de¬ 
signated as Liaison Officer, Canadian Armed Forces to the Washington 
Document Center. 

e. Liaison officers designated above will be permitted to 
engage in such liaison activities with the Washington Document 
Center as arranged by the Chief thereof, tinder your direction, 
and subject to the review and approval of the Security Branch, 

OCD. 


f. Liaison Officers designated above may retain such reason- 
able"number of assistants as may be agreed to by your office, 
through the Chief of the Washington Document Center. They will 
be responsible for such personnel whom they retain as assistants.
